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SKETCH OF GREAT EIGHT FARM! 
I HEADED BY H. S. SCHLAFLY- 
I SCOPE AHD EXTEHT OF FIELD 


There is a three-fold 
motive 
back of the Great Eight Poultry 
Farm, said H. J. Schlafly in talk­ 
ing to an Eagle reporter on his 
recent visit to Bryan.

poultry industry is a 
highly profitable business, full of 
romance and interest worthy of 
your time, energy and attention. 
“Our success in this 
proposi- 
flon,” he said, “has converted our 
plant, from an experiment station 
into one of the 
largest breeding 
plants in the country and one of 
the best known. 
To get an idea* 
of the extent of the scope of in­ 
terest in the plant, there is hardly 
day passes that we do not re­ 
ceive inquiries from foreign coun­ 
tries, 
Japan, 
China, 
Australia, 
Germany, France, South America, 
and at the present time we have 
one cockerel en route to Paris 
to a member of the Chamber of 
Deputies. 
He paid $50 for a S. C. 
White Leghorn cockerel, a pedi­ 
greed 
bird. 
The 
express 
and 
other charges on the bird cost him 
$29.50 to get it shipped across.

have been honored by them with

“The Soviet government, inci­ 
dentally, has purchased in this 
country thousands of tractors and 
modern up-to-date farm machinery 
and $375,000 worth of pure-bred 
Rambouiliet sheep. 
What we are 
trying to do is to place Great Eight 
Poultry Stock with the Soviet. 
“The Great Eight consists of 40 


acres of land and is one of the 
most modernly equipped and up- 
to-date in the country. 
They have 
on the farm this year some 3,50(1 
Leghorns. 
The farm is trap-nest­ 
ing ail pullets on the farm, 1,500 
in number, 
and SOO special pen 
mating birds.” 
Mr. Schlafly 
said that he did 
not knew how the farm ranked in 
trap-nesting, but doubted if anyone 
trap-nested 
more birds than the 
Great Eight. 
“If one is to get anywhere in 
the poultry world, he must get his 
base of foundation stock or breed­ 
ing stock on actual performance 
records and the only method of 
keeping 
this is by trap-nesting. 
Chickens must be bred up to lay­ 
ing strains as animals are bred for 
certain 
qualities. 
One can take 
any characteristic and bring it out 
by selective breeding. 
“The best and easiest way and 
the least expensive of building up 
the poultry industry in a commu­ 
nity is by introducing 
high-grade 
tfales for breeding purposes that 
have behind them real trap-nest 
records and coming from birds of 
proven capacity. 
“’Mr. Lyle W. Funk, who is man­ 
ager of the Great Eight, is perhaps 
one of the best known poultrymen 
in the country. 
He is vice presi­ 
dent and director of the Interna­ 
tional Baby Chick Association, is 
vice president and director of the 
National 
Poultry 
Council, 
was 
knighted by the French Govern­ 
ment for his work with poultry and 
his latest honor was being elected 
president of the Illinois Poultry 
Association. This election was hon­ 
ored by front page picture and 
story in Poultry Keeping, a na­ 
tional trade journal. 
Mr. Funk has devoted practical­ 
ly all of his life to the breeding 
of poultry, and he produced the 
world’s record hen for long dis­ 
tance egg-production of her time.
